then there are two fungous di-| 


seases called hard rot and dry rot 
which are very similar. Both cause 
black, irregular spots on the corm 
—in other words, under the huak. 
During storage, these, if very 
bad, cause the corm ¢o shrivel up 
and become mummified If you 
plant diseased corms, said Doc, the 
plant turns yellow and the corms 
usually decay. 

Amd then a third fungous di- 
sease of “gladm” is fusarium oxy- 
sporium, variety gindiol# (those 
are Doc’s words, not mine). This 
causes brown or biack decay. And 
then there’s a storage disease 
called pemicillium rot. It starta in 
injuries or usually at the bese of 
the corm where the husks join. 

You really, says he, can’t do 
much about these diseases right 
now except to destroy corms 
which show disease on the husks. 
Of course, it’s best to leave the 
husks on durmg stomge. Clean

And on the corms are oval or cir- 
cular yellow sh watery spots. And 
then when older, these spots are 
somewhat sunk with mot, slight- 
jy maised edges and hard, brown 
shiny bottoms. And then if you 
leave the thing go, the corm 
eventually either dries out in stor- 
age or decays entirely. On the 
tops, this disease causen  smail 
teddich brown spots, moatly on 
the lower part of the leaf.
